CONSPIRACY CASE 


“Mothet” With Child 
From Convent | 


A case relating to the alleged 
claim of a woman that she had 
given birth to a baby—deseribed 
by prosecuting counsel ‘as “one of 
the most astoinshing cases he had 
ever heard"—came before Myr.
